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REPOKT  OF  THE  STEWARD  OF  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor : 

Gentlemen  :  At  the  close  of  the  year,  it  being  usual  to  present  a  few 
remarks  to  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  giving  them  some  idea  of  what 
has  been  done  by  way  of  alterations,  improvements,  &c.,  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  Institution.  I  will  give  you  a  synopsis  of  the  principal 
items. 

A  new  fence  has  been  put  up  the  whole  extent  of  our  line  on  the  Darby 
Road,  and,  also,  the  footway  has  been  paved,  eight  feet  wide,  the  whole 
length . 

The  gravel  roofing  has  been  repaired ;  most  generally  over  the  whole  of 
the  building,  and  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present  time. 

There  has  been  constructed  a  wash-room  on  either  end  of  the  Men’s  Out- 
W ards,  and  also  a  water-closet  for  the  old  men,  which  is  a  great  convenience. 
Suitable  persons  are  placed  in  charge  to  keep  them  cleanly,  &e. 

An  additional  story  has  been  added  to  the  building  occupied  for  the 
Receiving  Ward,  thereby  making  suitable  apartments  for  the  officer  in 
charge,  and  greater  convenience  for  business. 

The  bath-tub  in  the  women’s  bath-house  has  been  enlarged  to  about  one- 
half  more  than  its  former  size,  and  is  now  capable  of  bathing  about  one 
dozen  at  a  time. 

The  Ward  No.  3,  third  floor  Old  Men’s  Wing,  has  been  altered  by 
taking  out  the  walls  forming  the  Sleeping-Rooms,  and  it  has  been  appro¬ 
priated  for  the  use  of  the  epileptic,  &c. 

Gas  lights  have  been  placed  at  the  entrance  of  the  four  water-closets,  in 
the  yards  of  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  Out-ward. 

The  Manufacturing  Committee  have  tried  the  experiment  of  making 
hard  soap,  for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  which  has  proved  to  be  a  success, 
they  have  had  made  about  4,000  pounds,  at  a  cost  of  about  five  cents  per 
pound,  which  is  less  in  price  than  that  purchased,  and  a  much  better  article. 

The  mortality  of  the  house  has  been  somewhat  gi’eater  than  the  previous 
year,  in  a  great  measure  owing  to  the  Relapsing  Fever  being  introduced  here 
from  the  city,  causing  a  considerable  increase.

The  Officers’  reports  will  show  manufacturing  and  produce  raised,  &c., 
equal  to  former  years,  and  the  Officers  are  generally  attentive  to  their 
duties. 

For  several  months  of  the  past  year  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  ice  for  the  use  of  the  institution.  I  have  the  pleasure  at  the 
present  time  to  report  that  we  have  procured  a  sufficient  quantity  for  the 
coming  year,  over  800  tons,  which  will  be  at  the  rate  paid  for  it  the  past 
year,  a  saving  to  the  city  of  at  least  $5,000,  costing  us  not  more  than  $75 
actual  cash  for  gathering  it  in. 

Repairing  of  floors  is  much  needed  in  the  Men’s  Hospital  and  also  in  the 
Out-Wards  ;  also  the  fences  on  the  farm  are  much  out  of  repair  and  require 
renewing 

In  consequence  of  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  grounds  to 
the  Pennsylvania  University,  I  would  again  remind  you  of  the  necessity  of 
arrangements  being  made  for  a  residence  for  the  Superintendent. 

The  extensions  to  the  Insane  Department  are  progressing  as  rapidly  as 
the  season  will  admit,  and  when  completed  will  afford  great  relief  to  the 
overcrowded  state  of  that  department. 

The  institution  is  at  present  in  a  healthy  condition,  no  contagious  disease 
of  any  kind,  and  the  House,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  repairs,  is  in  a 
good  condition.

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report,  giving 
an  account  of  the  department  under  my  charge. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  been  unusually  healthy,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  in  which  were  a  number  of 
Relapsing  Fever  cases,  all  of  which  were  successfully  treated,  no  deaths 
having  resulted  from  that  disease. 

The  number  of  scholars  attending  school  is  not  so  large  as  formerly, 
averaging  about  forty,  who  have  made  visible  and  satisfactory  improve¬ 
ment  in  studies  and  deportment.

OF  THE 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


To  the  Board  of  Guardians,  &c. 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  the  annual  statement  of  the 
number  of  cases  of  disease  treated  in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  during  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1870.  According  to  the  reports,  there  were 
treated  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (6479)  persons,  of 
whom  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen  (4918)  were  discharged, 
seven  hundred  and  twenty -five  (725)  died,  and  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  (836)  remain. 

These  figures  are  not  absolutely  correct.  The  number  of  individuals 
actually  admitted  to  the  Hospital  was  rather  less  than  stated,  as  many 
of  them  were  treated  for  two  diseases,  and  hence  appear  twice  in  the 
reports.  The  record  of  deaths  I  believe  to  be  absolutely  correct,  as  the 
reports  were  carefully  compared  with  the  register  of  death-certificates  in 
the  steward’s  office. 

The  source  of  the  errors  in  this  statement  is  to  be  found  in  the  present 
system  of  keeping  the  ward-books  and  making  out  quarterly  reports.  The 
Medical  Board  have  had  the  matter  under  serious  consideration,  and  next 
year  they  hope  to  be  able  to  furnish  a  statement,  which  will  be  in  every 
way  reliable. 

During  the  year,  as  you  well  know,  the  Hospital  has  been  taxed  to  its 
utmost  by  the  epidemic  of  relapsing  fever,  which  swept  over  the  eastern 
part  of  this  country.  In  March  or  April  last  the  first  case  was  admitted, 
and  during  the  year  458  persons  were  treated  for  the  affection.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  results : —

The  mortality  of  all  the  eases — 13f  per  cent. — was  high ;  and  it  will  he 
seen  at  once  that  the  excess  of  deaths  was  in  the  Black  Men’s  Medical 
Ward.  The  disparity  between  the  death-rate  in  this  and  other  depart¬ 
ments  is  very  striking,  and  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  lowest  mortality  was  among  the  colored  women.  The  number  of  cases 
among  the  colored  men  was  just  double  that  among  the  women,  while  the 
mortality,  instead  of  being  twice,  was  sixteen  times  as  great. 

In  regard  to  this  fact  I  received  the  following  communication  from  Drs. 
Stille  and  Pepper : — 

“In  explanation  of  this  apparently  unaccountable  excess  of  mortality  among  the 
black  men  various  circumstances  may  be  advanced.  In  the  first  place,  a  remarkably 
large  proportion  of  the  patients  of  this  class  were  admitted  in  a  dying  state,  and  in 
more  than  one  case  death  actually  occurred  before  the  patient  could  be  placed  in 
bed.  In  very  few  instances,  indeed,  did  they  seek  admission  until  a  stage  of  the 
disease  had  been  reached  where  the  chances  for  successful  treatment  were  greatly 
diminished.  Again,  it  is  a  positive  fact  that  relapsing  fever,  as  occurring,  pre¬ 
sented  a  degree  of  gravity  (indicated  by  intense  jaundice,  passive  hemorrhages, 
suppression  of  urine,  &e.)  not  met  with  in  any  other  class  of  patients. 

“We  must  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Black  Men’s  Medical  Ward,  in 
common  with  other  medical  wards,  and  probably  to  an  even  greater  degree,  was 
overcrowded  with  these  grave  cases,  and  that  ample  space  and  most  free  ventilation 
are  very  important  in  the  treatment  of  all  zymotic  diseases.  It  was  impossible 
during  the  early  period  of  the  epidemic  of  relapsing  fever  to  make  any  arrangement 
which  would  have  relieved  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  medical  wards  ;  but  it  is 
evident  that  such  a  crisis  affords  one  of  the  strongest  possible  arguments  in  favor  of 
a  speedy  increase  of  accommodations  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital.”

The  reports  from  the  Men’s  and  Women’s  “Drunk  Wards”  are  very 
interesting.  According  to  the  statements,  553  patients  were  treated  in 
these  during  the  year.  Of  these,  232  were  females  and  321  males.  From 
these  must  be  deducted  two  cases  among  the  women  and  eleven  cases 
among  the  men,  in  whom  the  disease  was  at  least  not  the  direct  result  of 
intemperance.  Thus  we  have  540  persons  treated  during  the  year  for 
acute  diseases  due  to  intemperance,  debility  from  debauch,  mania-potu  and 
delirium  tremens. 

How  many  persons  were  admitted  to  the  medical  wards  during  1870, 
suffering  from  affections  indirectly  due  to  excessive  drinking,  we  have  no 
means  of  determining,  but  certainly  the  number  was  very  great. 

The  number  of  admissions  of  persons  suffering  from  the  immediate 
effects  of  this  habit  exceeds  that  of  any  other  disease.  Relapsing  fever 
stands  next  in  the  category ;  but  of  this  disease  only  458  cases  were 
treated — a  difference  of  83  in  favor  of  debauch,  delirium  tremens  and 
mania-potu.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
past  year  as  Curator. 

From  January,  1870,  to  May,  1870,  the  attendance  upon  the  Post- 
Mortem  Room  was  so  imperfect  that  very  many  highly  valuable  specimens 
were  lost,  and  the  growth  of  the  Museum  was  very  seriously  hindered. 
Since  May  last,  however,  the  services  of  a  skilful  anatomical  preparer  have 
been  obtained,  and  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Museum  has  progressed 
very  satisfactorily.
